cations for the proposed work, to- 
wit: Tenth Street from East mar- 
gin of Main Street to Westmargin 
of Pleasant Street and Main Street 
from Bank Row to the bridge over 
Stoner Creek. 

2. That said improvements shall 
be made according to plans and 
specifications heretofore adopted by 
the Board of Council of the City of 
Paris. 

3. That the cost of improving said 
road ways shall be paid as follows, 
to-wit: one-third of the total cost 
thereof including the cost of the im- 
provement of the intersection with 
other public ways including one-half 
of the width of the street being im- 
proved opposite other streets or al- 
leys which run into but do not cross 
Jhe street or alley so being improv- 
ed, and all of that portion of any 
street abutting upon property be- 
longing to the City, and all the cost 
of all improvements where the abut- 
ting owner is a public school, ceme- 
tery, county, State or United States, 
snail be paid by the City of Paris 
out of the » en h e . r * 1 f u f nd ; the re- 



the cost of all curbing and guttering 
shall be made as the exclusive cost 
of the owners of real estate abutting 
on such improvements, to be ap- 
portioned among and assessed upon 
the lots or parcels of real estate 
abutting feet, and a tax shall be 
levied upon such lots or parcels of 
real estate for the payment of the 
costs assessed thereon, which tax 
shall be due and payable at the City 
Treasurer's office upon the comple- 
tion of the work and acceptance 
thereof by the Board of Council 
provided, however, that the portion 
assessed against the abutting prop- 
erty may be pdd on the ten year 
payment plan as provided by law. 

4. Any such tax which is not 
paid within thirty days after the 
same becomes due and payable, un- 
less the property owners shall have 
exercised their option to pay for 
same on the ten year payment plan, 
as above provided shall have added 
thereo a penalty of ten per centum 
of the amount of the tax, and there 
shall be a lien upon such lot or par- 
cel of real estate for the part of the 
cost of said improvement so assessed 
thereon, and the same shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum from the time of the 
assessment until paid. 

5. This ordinance shall nave two 
readings before the Board of Coun- 
cil, and ten days shall intervene be- 
tween the first and second readings. 
Upon the final adoption of this or- 
dinance the improvement committee 
is directed to advertise for bids for 
two consecutive weeks in the Bour- 
bon News and Kentuckian-Citizen, 
newspapers published in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, being the official 
publications of the City of Paris for 
the construction of said streets, out 
of each of the materials as herein 
provided. 

Bids for said work shall be re- 
ceived in open council on the 14th 
day of July 1921, at 8:00 o'clock p. 
m. and said work shall be let to the 
lowest and best bidder. 

6. All bids shall be in writing and 
under seal upon blanks furnished by 
the City Engineer, and addressed to 
J. W. Hayden, Clerk of the City of 
Paris. Each bidder must accompany 
his bid with a certified check pay- 
able to C. K. Thomas. City Treasurer, 
for an amount equal to 10 per cent 
of the amount of his bid, or by bid- 
der's bond in the sum of Two Thou- 
sand Dollars, conditioned that such 
bidder, if awarded the contract, will 
enter into a written contract and 
execute a good and sufficient bond 
conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of said contract, within fifteen 
days after the award is made. If 
the successful bidder shall fail to 
enter into said contract and execute 
such bond within said fifteen days, 
the City of Paris will reta\i the 
amount of said certified check es 
liquidated damages for such failure, 
if any. The checks of the unsuccess- 
ful bidders will be returned immedi- 
ately after the letting. 

7. This ordinance shall become 
effective and be in full force from 
am after its passage and publica- 
tion as required by law.

The woe a sho red some increase in 
the cream delivery. Prices remainei 
generally unchanged. There is a good 
demand for butter, both for storage 
and current use. It is thought that 
the duty of 6 cents a pound on but- 
ter will restrict importations to some 
extent. Market quotations do not, 
in all cases, represent the selling 
price of butter, because only a small 
percentage of the arrivals from cen- 
tralized, creameries will grade 
standards, and under-scoring butter 

Quality of butter manufactured 
could be improved if more attention 
was given to the careful handling of 
the cream on the part of the produc- 
ers, and if the cream produced was 
marketed more frequently. 

It is important, if cream is to 
bring top prices, that it be clean, 
warm cream should never be mixed 
with cold cream. 

The higher temperature through- 
out the producing sections is affect- 
ing the quality of eggs marketed, al- 
though there has been little change 
in the market quotations. To secure 
the highest prices, eggs should be 
gathered daily, kept in a cool place 
aud marketed frequently. 

It should be remembered that 
roosters are not necessary for egg 
production, that infertile eggs, pro- 
duced during the summer months, 
have better keeping qualities and re- 
sults in better prices. 

A large volume of poultry was 
marketed during the week, resulting 
in slightly lower prices. 

The supply of young chickens is 
increasing and bringing good prices.

"Establishment of bureaus to su- 
pervise the health of the people 
means the beginning of the end of 
the republic," declared Senator W. 
E. Borah, Idaho, in a speech before 
the Citizens' Protective Association, 
which is opposed to the Federal Reg- 
ulation of Medicine.

TIN'S FORT. 



To-day will be a notable one in the 
history of the local D. A. R. orga- 
niation, Jemima Johnson Chepter, 
the occasion being the placing in po- 
sition and dedication of a granite 
marker on the site of the historic 
old Martin's Fort, near Ruddles 
Mills, in this county. 

The ceremonies will take place at 
eleven o'clock, when the marker will 
be placed in position. An address 
will be delivered by Mrs. W. T. Laf- 
ferty, of Lexington, who is always 
a most interesting and eloquent 
speaker, and who will on this occa- 
sion give much history of local inter- 
At the conclusion of the exer- 
the weather permitting, the 
of the Chapter will enjoy a 
picnic lunch and social hour. 

The scene of this interesting event 
is three miles from Paris by way of 
the Cynthiana pike, at the east side 
of the farm of Col. E. F. Clay. The 
entrance gate will be indicated by a 
large American flag. 

The marker will commemorate 
the destruction of Martin's Fort by 
the British and Indian forces in 1780, 
which antedated the attack on Bryan 
Station and the battle of Blue Licks, 
which have passed into State history 
as among the most notable events. 
It was the beginning of an organiz- 
ed effort by the British to wipe out 
the Kentucky frontier forts at that 
time. Martin's Fort was one of the 
largest fortified points in the State. 

It is expected that a delegation 
from D. A. R. Chapters from several 
surrounding towns, including the 
Bryan Station Chapter, from Lexing- 
ton, will be present to take part in 
the ceremonies and the social pro- 
gram following.
